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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 5-6, filed 7/25/2007, with respect to the 
previous ground of rejection have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
Specifically, the applicants argue that "Liu fails to teach or suggest that the heat emitting 
surface is used to selectively heat a reactant so as to facilitate a local chemical reaction 
for forming or altering a submicrostructure on the local region". This argument is 
pervasive. Thus, the previous ground of rejection has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,3-17 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
prior arts fail to disclose or suggest the step of selectively heating the at least one 
reactant on the local region using the heat emitting surface of the heating means to 
facilitate in the local region a local chemical reaction for forming or altering a 
submicrostructure on the local region in combination with all other limitations in the 
claims. The closest prior art, Liu (US 6642129), discloses the heat emitting surface are 
used to actuate the cantilevers, so as to induce movement of probe tips in relation to 
substrate.
